The inereaseof* gamebirds ‘is an 
objective of great value. There are a 
number of agencies in the continent 
of ‘North America working to this 
end, and not the least among them is 
a foundation Known as “More Game 
Birds if America,” with offices at 
500-Fifth avenue, New York. ¥et this 
Organization has issued a statement 
that does not’ meet the approval of 
the persons who are in position to 
know the facts. 

In a publication sent out by this 
foundation entitled “More Game Birds 
by Controlling Their Natural Ene- 
mies” the foundation classes foxes, 
skunks, weasels, raccoons, oppossums 
and réd sqiiirré] as Verniin and vives 
detailed insfructions for the eradica- 
tion of these species. At the last an- 
nual meetitigs of. the American So- 
ciety of Mammalogists the resolutions 
committee drafted the following reso- 
lution, which was unanimously adopt- 
ed by the society. 

“Whereas, It has come to the at- 
tention of the American Society of 
Mammalogists that ‘More Game Birds 
in Ameri¢a’ has issued a publication 
titled ‘More Game Birds by Control- 
ling Thejr Natural Enemies” in which 
foxes, skunks... are listed as vermin 
and instructions are given for the de- 
struction of these animals, and 

“Whereas, It is the conviction of 
the society that the economic worth 
of most if not all of these animals 
far outweighs the loss caused by their 


occasional depredations on game bird 
populations, 

“Therefore, Be It Resolved, That 
the society in convention assembled 
expresses its disapproval of the prop- 
aganda contained in the publication 
named and urges all members of the 
society fo exert every effort to counter- 
act the effects of this presentation 
ps such an important wild life prob- 
em.’

1 am 
quoting the opinion of almost every 
zoologist when I state that game birds 
have no worse enemies than domestic 
cats, which are not going to be elitr 


inated unti] a later stage of civiliza-|

GRILLED M E ATS 
WITH VEGETABLES 
ALWAYS FAVORED

grill,” a clever 

of serving 
Wo or more kinds 
of meat with va- 
rious vegetables 
and fruits. ‘This 
service has long 
been practiced by 


restaurants but is | 


equally adaptable 
in the home, 
Not pie do the 
combined foods 
lend new flavor 
to each other, but 
this way of sery- 
ing may be neatly 
worked into an 
economy budget 
since small amounts of food which 
might otherwise be wasted can thus 
be utilized. 

This method of cooking is to be 
used for those meats and vegetables 
which are broiled (for grilling is an- 
other name for broiling). Although 
vegetables cooked in another way may 
be included in the combination grill, 
usually it consists of grilled vegeta- 
bles and acid fruits cooked in the grill 
pan with the meat. 

Vegetables such as tomatoes, egg- 
plant, cucumbers, white and sweet po- 
tatoes, carrots, beets and turnips make 
attractive combinations with lamb 
chops, ground steak, little link sau- 
sages or sausage cakes, bacon, sweet- 
breads or ham. Fruits such as apples, 
bananas, pineapple and sometimes 
apricots and peaches, are cooked in 
grill combination. 

Here is a way of grilling lamb 
chops with mushrooms, eggplant and 
pineapple. 

Lamb Chop Grill. 

Use Saratoga chops (cut from the 
boned and rolled shoulder of lamb). 
Brown 4 chops on one side. Place 
the chops in the center of the grill 
pan or fire-proof platter. At one end 
place 4 slices of eggplant which have 
been dotted with butter and sprin- 
kled with grated cheese. At the other 
end place + slices of pineapple which 
have been dipped in melted butter. In 
between place 4 mushroom caps which 
have °been dipped in melted butter. 
Place the grill pan on the tray of the 
broiled oven about 2 inches from the 
gas burner and turn the flame down 
to what would be about moderate oven 
temperature. Cook until the chops 
are done and the eggplant and pineap- 
ple are browned. 

Ground Steak Grill. 

Ground steak makes a good grill 
combination with tomatoes and sweet 
potatoes. It is cooked just as the 
chops are. The sweet potatoes are 
especially good if a paste of 4 table- 
spoons brown sugar and 2 tablespoons 
butter is made to spread over them.

Combination Grill. 

Six lamb chops, cut thick; 6 pota- 

toes, cooked; 6 onions, medium- sized ; 


cloves, 3 tablespoons grated cheese, 
1-2 cup cracked crumbs, 3 tablespoons 
butter, % tablespoons sugar. Salt and 
pepper. 

Lay the chops in a sizzling hot fry- 
ing pan. Sear auiekis on both sides, 
then reduce the heat and pan-broil 
about 10 minutes, pouring off the fat 
as fast as it collects. Parboil onions, 
remove the centers, dust with salt and 
fill with bits of American cheese and 
eracker crumbs. Place a bit of butter 
on top and sprinkle with sugar to 
glaze. 

Placed the partially cooked chops 
on a fire-proof platter, arrange slices 
of cooked potatoes, stuffed onions and 
peach halves into which a clove has 
been stuck. Season with salt and 
pepper. Put the bacon slices on the 
potatoes and place in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) until chops are done 
and vegetables browned. —

One of the least understood and 
most underestimated factors in the 
play of a hand at contract bridge is 


the fdctor of time. Actually, the entire 
game is built around this principle. 

The race is one of suit-establish- 
ment—the effort of the defending 
players on the one hand to establish 
low-cards in their long suits as op- 
posed to the effort of the declarer 
to establish his own long-suit tricks. 

The declarer has one advantage— 
namely, the choice of the eventual 
declaration. The defending players 
have one compensating advantage— 
namely, the choice of the suit which 
is to be opened and the ecard in that 
suit which is to be the opening lead. 

As the play develops, the fortunes 
of war may turn first to one side and 
then to the other; but usually in con- 
tract, as in actual war, God, as a 
leader of another century observed, 
fights.on the side of the heaviest bat- 
talions. Sometimes. providence is given 
a push in war, and the same influence 
may turn defeat into victory at the 
contract table, as was the case in the 
hand below, which was played at a 
recent duplicate game at Crockford’s 
Club, New York:

Three college chums would like a 
discussion of the question: “Should a 
girl with college education consider 
marrying a man who hasn’t been to 
college?” A prize definition of educa- 
tion published in the Forum reads 
thisw ay: “Kducd@tion is the knowl- 
edge, acquired through systematic and 
harmonious cultivation of one’s natural 
powers, which gives one the ability 
to adjust himself satisfactorily to his 
physical and intellectual environ- 
ment.” Accepting that definition, a 
college girl may consider marrying 
anyone she fancies or chooses, for 
presumably she has learned to adjust 
herself to any set of circumstances 
life may propose. 


True education makes for humil- 
ity rather than for arrogance. If 
her college course has imbued a 
girl with the idea that she is too 
good té marry & man who has en- 
joyed fewer advantages than she 
has had, there is something rad- 
ically wrong with her or with the 
institution that had_ trained her. 
Primarily education should give 
one sympathetic insight into the 
problems others must face and en- 
able one to estimate another’s true 
worth in the light of that sympa- 
thetic insight. A number of factors 
may combine to keep a bright and 
ambitious youth from going to col- 
lege. Should he be penalized beyond 
his disappointment by having the 
girls snoot him? 


A know a young man gifted and 
intelligent who was willing to do any 
sort of menial labor in order to get a 
college degree. But he had no money 
and he couldn’t find jobs that would 
support him and pay tuition, so he 
had to go to work and abandon his 
dream. He reaches out for what is 
elevating and cultivating. But he will 
never have a diploma in his pocket, 
nor wear a Phi Beta Kappa key on 
his watch chain. By the time he is 30 
he will be better educated than most 
of your college graduates, though he 
can never say their “Shibboleth” nor 
sing their “Alma Mater.” 

On the other hand, there are a 
good many boys coming out of col- 
leges and universities full of false 
ideas about life. They are far more 
concerned with football games and 
fraternities than they are with phi- 
losophy and fine arts. These dar- 
lings of the gods who have spent 
four years lounging in frat houses, 
discussing scores and participating 
in bull sessions on various subjects, 
have gleaned something from their 
experiences. A little of the culture 
end refinement of college has stuck 
to the slickest spot among them 
but mot enough to enable him to 
compete successfully with the se- 
rious minded boy who has learned 
from the adversities of business 
that life requires more than a 
“letter” and a college yell. 

No doubt these college girl inquirers 
are thinking about the matter of 
congeniality—that important point in 
the making of a happy marriage. They 
are wondering if they, themselves 
educated, can find congenial compan- 
ionship with men who haven't had 
educational advantages. Perhaps they 
don’t realize that a man and a woman 
may have knowledge in common and 
yet be uncongenial, that they may 

aduate from institutions of similar 
standing and yet have such different 
views of life and of love, such dif- 
ferent reactions to every problem 
facing them that they have no com- 
mon meeting ground. 


In the end, this is all a perfectly 
useless discussion, for the first time 
any one of these chums is thrown in 
juxtaposition to some young man of 
marriagable age and intent, the like- 
lihood is that she will fall in love 
with him and marry him regardless 
of what he knows and regardless 
of how he makes his living. He 
may be a plumber or a college pro- 
fessor. He may earn his salary by 
writing figures in a lined, blank 
book or earn his bread by writing 
books. If he loves her and she loves 
him and they have the character 
to cushion the jolts that will surely 
come to them and the courage to 
endure the disappointments and 
heartaches in store for them, they 
will be reasonably happy ever after, 
regardless of education or lack of it.

The Chinaman and his death rated 
only a few brief paragraphs.

But, 
like her masculine rivals, she bore 
down much harder upon the thinly 
cloaked intimations that in the miss- 
ing Gregory Thorpe the key to the 
major mystery lay. 

To me.-it is quite obvious that Bray 
largely shares with the writing tribe 
this opinion. Even so, he is not the 
one to discard any incidental presump- 
tions while nosing out the stronger 
scents of more promising logic. For 
instance, I am bound to suspect his 
underlying object in making himself 
my guest at breakfast was to probe at 
first hand the utterance in my behalf 
that traveled by telephone to Motley 
last evening. Not that the worthy and 
buxom Mrs. Bevil needed probing, Out 
of her verbal spoutings he managed to 
extract this syllabus of concrete evi- 
dence.

There couldn’t be any doubt about 
it—the reflection of my head and 
shonlders most plainly was outlined.
